liſh Arrnies going out of Scorlard, there was nothing almcit 
to be heard in Pulpirs but the Army of Sectaries, the perfide- 
'ous Murtherers,- filthy Dreamers, Contemners of Authority, 
Razers of the foundations of Government, Alterers thereof 
contrary to the Covenant, and therefore perfideons Covenant- 
breakers ; the Kirk muſt pur out a Declaration to this, and 
the State approve it ; and theſe that were look'd upon as In- 
{truments of your deliverance, whoſe aſſiſtance the Kirk 
themſelves thought fit tro take in a few weeks before , 
may not be ſpoken of bat with Indignation :- Whereas 
when theſe things are examined which. they did after they 
went out of Scotland, 1 ſuppoſe -it, will be found their ne- 
cefſitic was as great, that put them on to do theſe things , and 
the bazard as eminent to the intereſt of all the Godly in Exg- 
land, yea Scotland alſo, and of all they had been fighting for 
the fore-going year,as that which put you ro riſe in Arms, and 
to do all that followed upon it in 164. 1 ſhall for this onely 
inſtance, the Letter written by the chicf Rulers in Sce:1and to 
the Principall Leaders of the Eng1i> Army, preſently after 
their departure out of Scotland , preſſing them to break the 
Treatie with the late King at the Ifle of 7/:ghbr, and that unleſs 
it were broken, all the Godly in England and Scotland would 
be ruined. And moreover,was there any more jrregularitie in 
their proceedings then in yours, yea I offer it to your ſerious 
confideration from what has been, and might be ſaid, 'if there 
were not more in yours then in theirs ; Things beivg thus car- 
ried on, upon,and by the corrupt intereſt of Lords and Gentle- 
men their dependers,and.the intereſt ofche Miniſters, you the 
Gedly were intangled and enſnared, and made too along up--

on fair pretences of duty & conſcience, not ſeeing the defigne of 
[thoſe whoſe intereſt lay in the boſines. Upon the pretenceofdu- 
tic,the outing ſome members of the Par!. of England, is taken 
notice of as a breach of Covenant , notwithſtanding that the 
fame Party had broken the Committee repreſenting the Parl: 
of Scotland, as is before expreſſed : And that our own Com- 
millioners had written home, that the Parliament of England 
were going on in a Treatie with the King, and were likely to 
cloſe in a way, wherewith they were diſ-ſatisfied , and that 
they had left out Seor/ands intereſt. The proceedings againit the 
King,& the taking of his life muſt be alſo proteſted againſt,not- 
withſtanding his continued and confirmed obdurednefs in his 
ways,& al theTuktice rhe Covenant tycs to againſt Delinquents, 
and the execution of Jultice upon ſeverals cf our own aQtirg 
only by vertue of his Commiſſions, aud that he were himſelf 
oft by us declared a Murtherer, the grand Murtherer , guilty 
of all the Innocent blood had been ſhed in the three Kingdoms, 
& that we had no ty upon us for the preſervation of his Perſon 
by the Covenant, otherwiſe,then as in the defence and preſer- 
vation of Religion and Libertic. If ir be objected , that they 
were not a free conſtitured Judicatory that did the thing , and 
ſo upon'that accompr it was murther: Let it be conſidered up- 
on the ſame conſideration, if it may not be as ſtrongly cleared, 
that [nmes Grahame , and all that died upon a Scaffold fince 
1648. were murgheredy(ince it may be made appear, that ac- 
cordin? to the ſtrict accompe of the Lawes of this Nation,there 
has not been a. free nor right conſtitured Parliament fince 
1642. as appcares by what is aforeſaid concerring the con- 
Riruting of the Parliament that ſar down the fourth of [ans - 
477 1649. As adurie the King that now is, behooved to be 
procla med immediatly , though then engaged and running 
h:ad-loog is his Fathers ſteps , Commiſſioning Prince Rxpertr, 
James Graham, Or mona, making an open and avowed Peace 
with the /riſs Rebels, to which height hisFather never came : 
Commillioners are ſent to him , and though at that rime 
through the_. ſtrength of his paſſion to the way his bearr was 
cngaved un'o, and theapparent hopes in Ireland (whether be- 
alſo ſert his goods ,) he was kept from any ſceming condeſ- 
cctidenc 
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cendefice to their deſires, " though they were exceedingly 
baffled and lighted ; yer the Lords ſeeing no conſiſtencie at all 
berwixt thoſe in England , and their Prerogative Intereſt as 
Lords,and finding a ſp:rit of levelling (as they named it) begin- 
ning to break our, honeſt men beginning to thirk, and to make 
it appear they thoughe the Lords intereſt to be exorbitant and 
ryrannicall,and that the moſt of them were enemies to Pietie 
and pious men, and to motions tending to the courtenancing of 
both,and that they were friends to the geting in, and keeping 
in naughtie men in places of truſt, with a deſign to uphotd their 
intereſt and greatnes, and beginning then to look after their li- 
bertic in thoſe things chart great men had enc! oched uponthem, 
theſe conſiderations though ſo lighted, as aforeſaid, did move 
them under the notion of duty to preſſe a ſecond addreſfic. In 
which manyGodly mea were enſnared by condeſcending unto 
it upon this attempt,that they were deſirous to ſhun the ſcandal 
of being complyers with theſe they called Sectaries , who had 
declared againit Monarchy: hovv that buſineſs vvas carricd on 
many of you know better then my ſelf. An Expreſs being ſent 
to the Iſle of [arſey to the King,by his return a Treaty was de- 
fired atPBreda ; the King writing to the Committee of Eſtates 
(naming them ſo) which he had not formerly done , (though 
then-only with a Proviſo in order to-tharFrexty :)) The ſag 
day and place that the King wrote to the"Commitree of E- 
ſtates, he did write to James Grablem, relating whe- former 
Commiſion given him to come into Srortawd, giving him an 
accompt of all paſhges between him and them in Scorland, 
and prcſling him vigourouſly to proſecute the buſineſs, and 
the rather, becauſe he thought his coming to Orkney had oc- 
caſioned the ſending of that ſecond addrets unto him, and he 
was hopcfull his vigourous proſecuting of that which he had 
intruſted him with,ſhould be a means to make the Committee 
fall lower in their conditions. And though the Copy of this 
Letter came tO Scotland, and was known by the Committee 
of Eſtates before they fell upon their Inſtruftions, notwirh- 
ſtanding of all this, theſe who. had projeRed the buſineſs 
would go on,and did proſecute it with ſo mneh hear and ear- 


neſtneſs, that the bulineſs, both in Inſtrutions and Commiſ-

Foners,was concluded by the Commirtee of Eftates, although 
the Parliament were to lit down vvithin four or five dayes af- 
ter. Thoſe of you that were upon publique buſineſs, ma 
remember how the whole matter was carried, being hudled 
over, and ovet-haſted, ſo as might have rendred the buſineſſe 
ſiiſpitions ro any that were not much left of God ; to jome 
it did clearly appear to be carryed on by way of deſigne. 
Though the ſhunnmg of ſcandall made fome honeſt men go 
along 19 it ; yet T1 think that which partly did entarigle ſeve- 
ratls, was the expeAtarion they hd: that the King would not 
agrec to the Inftruftions. As for the carrying on of the Treaty, 
and the managing of 1t iv Ho/{ard, IT refer that to the cauſes 
of cheCommilſlions Faſt appointed when they ſate ar Sterling, 
and to che Weſttand Remonſtrances of Kirk and Army. 

My dcþghe in alt this is, that you may take notice how a 
patry and faftion, even of thoſe whom the Lord had ſepara- 
ted from the reſt of the Nation (pretending as highly as ever) 
has carried aſide and entangled .the Godly, and undermmed 
you. And when in part your ſnare is diſcovered unto you 
7etiough with the price of many ſorrows to your ſelves and 
much miſery to the Land) now they begin to appear in their 
own colours.
